EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 31, line 5, "the line-shaped beam" has been replaced by —a line-shaped beam — 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 28-3 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. As per claim 28, the examiner found no reference in the prior art that disclosed or made 
obvious a measurement apparatus comprising a calculator for calculating a beam profile in the 
vertical direction of a beam on the basis of detections by first and second detector, as recited in 
independent claim 28. 

4. As per claim 29, the examiner found no reference in the prior art that disclosed or made 
obvious a measurement method comprising the steps of calculating a beam profile in the vertical 
direction of a beam on the basis of respective measurements as recited in independent claim 29. 

5. As per claim 30, the examiner found no reference in the prior art that disclosed or made 
obvious an exposure apparatus comprising calculating means for calculating a beam profile in 
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the vertical direction of a beam on the basis of detections by first and second detector, as recited 
in independent claim 30. 

6. As per claim 31, the examiner found no reference in the prior art that disclosed or made 
obvious an exposure apparatus comprising a measuring device having a measuring method for 
measuring intensity distribution of a line shaped beam irradiating a substrate, the measuring 
method comprising calculating a beam profile in the vertical direction of the beam on the basis of 
the respective measurements as recited in independent claim 31.
